REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action 
dated May 12, 2005. Claims 38 to 79, which have been newly-added, are now pending in 
the application, with Claims 1 to 37 having been cancelled. Claims 38, 40, 42, 47, 52, 54, 
56, 61, 66, 68, 70 and 75 are the independent claims herein. Reconsideration and further 
examination are respectfully requested. 

The Abstract has been amended for consistency with the currently claimed 
invention. No new matter has been added. 

The specification was objected to for allegedly not including a reference to 
the parent application. Applicants note that a reference to the parent application in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.78 was made in the Preliminary Amendment dated October 
2, 2003. Nonetheless, that reference has now been amended herein to reflect the current 
status of the parent application as an issued U.S. patent. No new matter has been added. 

Claims 1 to 37 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 for statutory-type "same 
invention" double patenting over issued Claims 1 to 37 of parent Patent No. 6,662,301. 
Inasmuch as Claims 1 to 37 have been cancelled, the rejections are believed to be obviated. 
Nonetheless, it is hereby submitted that newly-added Claims 38 to 79 are not directed to 
the "same invention" as claimed in the '301 patent and therefore, withdrawal of the 
statutory double-patenting rejection is respectfully requested. 

No other matters having been raised, passage to issue of the subject 
application is respectfully requested.
